Quality undergraduate education for science teacliers

Several weeks ago, in the Sunday edition of the Herald, there 
appeared an article concerning the educational system in the state of 
Florida. We were wary disttessed, not at the fact that tiie system is m swUi 
terrible condition, which is fairly well known, but at the solutionis 
mentioned in the article. We do not feel that revising the state's testi^ 
system is the answer. Instead, we need e new epproach to education itself. 
In this article, we would like to discuss our thoughts on the situation, end 
tell you something about a program in which we we participating, and 
, which WB feel offers batter solutions to the problems discussed in the 
article cited earlier. ; 

We are students at Florida &ate, and are enrolled in the sciend« 
ecfcication department in the College of Education, in a special program 
ealied QUEST. QUEST stands for Quality Undergraduate Education 
Sdance Teachers, and is one of the moat exdtii^ and revolutionBrV 
programs in the field of education today. 

What is QUEST? It is a program for teacher preparation which 
involves students in actual teaching experiences from the beginning of 
tMr coHege careers. Most teecher preparation courses now in existenc? 
require the students to trice classroom courses where the students ars 
lec^ved et for three hours a week about teaching, and it is not until their 
senter year that they are actually exposed to taaching situations. At that 
point, they may be allowad to "practice SBMh," and we use iho sarm 
"teach" loosely, for two to three weeks, and are then released to do wlM 
they will (with varying degrees of supervision) on five or six daaaaof 
children who are under their eare for the entire biiamship period. 

What are they doing while they're interning? What we believe they are 
too often doing is summed up by Charles E. Silberman, in his book "Crisis 
m tiie Classroom," when he says, "WWIe laachers-to-be start out with a 
relatraely accurate picture of what most teachers do, what most taachars 
do n not what they shouM be doing." In QUEST, we are attempting to 
leem how to do whet teeehers should be doing. 

MuJ^ ^^^"^^ ^^^^ ^® **** program so 

different are: getting out into tiie classrooms with children in grades K-12 
and applying the philosophies that we are devetoping. As opposed to what 
IS done in most teacher preparation programs, we begin to laam about 
taechw^ from the beginning-we start in our program as freshmen and 
our idees about taaching develop and grow with us as we develop and 
grow into teachers. Notice that we don't sey we are "learning" these 
phitosophies, because in the traditional sense this implies that our 
inrtru^rs are gwing the philosophies to us, and telling us to accept them 
and then apply them in "our" leeching. This approach is unrealistic if' 
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education is to improve because it merely means that we will be learning 
to do the same kind of teaching that has been done for the last several 
hundred years, instead of teeming to develop e way of teaching tiiat will 
be useful now. And the only way you can reelhr develop a way to teach is 
by doing it-working with the students, formuteting ideas about teaching, 
and testing them. 

How does QUEST work? Students who are intmiiMl in science 

and/or science teachmg are recruited from Florida high schools. They are 
then encouraged to exptore their own thoughts about questions such as: 
What is science? Why tawii? Why tma% seienee? Whet Is the faMis for 
selecting teaching materials? How do children perceive the world? 

We also work at developing materials, our own materials, that we may 
want to use to teeeh-^axtbooks we e very Knritad resource for taaching, 
and we work with laboratory activities, film loops, vkleo tapes, tape slides, 
and various other materials and madia, which we oumlwas craeta and 




We get into the schools, where we work wMitlMl students-finding out 
how they react to things, how they feel about things, how they learn. Too 
many taechen teeeh wiHiout ever considering their students-the teachers 
are doing whit tfcey wMt to do-theoreticilly, to the IwilinmM of their 
students. Too often, this meens throwing out vast wads of information 
and "knowledge" that have vary little significance for the majority of the 
students, in hopes that they wiH Mt a fawof thealudanli^ (Forttmeialy, a 
few teachers have finally gotten away from this approach; however, they 
are still in the minority.) Instead, by concentrating on each of our 
students, we hope to "hit" aN of them When you stop and give some reel 
consideration to how the students feel rfiout what they we doing, the 
kinds of things tiiey enjoy doki^and what they are capabte of doing, you 
can provUe nwlwiels and create leemini situations whwe the student can 

learn things that he thinks are nnportant and neoesnry-tMngs thtt meke 

sense to hkn. 

We are becoming teachers who genuinely care dfaNNit the 
students-after all, they are what make up the "aducatkNwl system." 
another fact that seems to be sadly overlooked -and do everything we can 
to help them teach themselves. We want to help children to learn to use 
their minds-inslMd of taacMns them not to thkik, w« wiH encourage 
them to think-to use their minds, and express themselves as fully as they 
will. Instead of turning out pwrots and tape recordws, instead of turning 
kkte off to school, we want to turn them on to it! 'Teechers-reel 
teachers-care passionately about people. Sharing the adventure of 
learning is a source of deep satisfaction and joy." We care!

All aitfiar critle of *t prablaai naadi to do la to engage in 
research to determinn if in fact professors who engage in extensive 
research are better professors or teachers than those who do not. 

careful terutiny of aMumptiont and research imtruments, and 
replication of the research in ' other institutions would indicate 
whether data thus derived could be used for valid generalizationt. 

Imiaad of opinionating about it, why doaa not one of the 
interested professors do something about it? 

Or why could not an enterprising graduate student in higiMr 
adueation or one of the related departnrtents be assigned or induced 
to use this question for a useful and relevant daawtation?

Pretidmt Mvihall abo announced that Dr. Vernon 
' Fox, hMd of the criminoiogy department, had asked to 
be anigned other duties within the depertmentvnd that 
D8«i Barmrd Sehar Iwd adced to be relieved of the 
daMMhip of the School of Sodal Welfare at the end of 
the next year. 

In a meeting with faculty and stwienu, Marshall 
outlinad four major reoonmiendations of the ladc 
force-three of them related to the academic proywn 
and a fourth to administrative reorganization. 

• The school now hat tto«e departmenti-criminology, 
social work and social welfare. The task force' 
recommended reducing the departments to two by 
combining the departmsnb of social welfare and social 
work. 

Mardiall said the recommendation, along with 
others, would be given serious Study by taciilty, 
administrators and studenu. 

The taric force also recommended that a new name 
be given to the school "in order to properly represent 
and identify the existing departmentt within the 
school." 

Presklent Marshall had high praise for Scher and 
Fox. He said: "I am confident that the School of Social 
Wel^e. by whatever name, and the department of 
criminology, by whatever name, both have bright f irtures 
and that both will contribute significantiy to the 
distinction of the university in the years ahead." 

The three recommendations relating to academic 
programs were: There is general agreement on problems 
and manpower needs in the fieW of criminal justice by 
the faojlty and the authoritias intarviawed by the task 
foroa; That the axiiting ranga of aducational programs 
relating to manpower naadt in the fieU of criminal 
iust.ce have been welMafinad by the faculty and that 
satisfactory process is being made; That the academic 
program in aiminology is "on the right ^urse and 
shouW continue its present trend of devetopment" 

The task force further saM "The tela of the dean 
should be r edefined to allow more autonomy to the 
dapaniiwiiu." It calted for a new constitution to be 
developed by faculty and administrators with ttudant 
participation that woukJ define the roles of tfw faculty 
itudenti and adminirtration. AdditionallY. the task force 
strongly urged that ttudaMs ba iiWOlMd In tha 
committee structure. 

Marshall said Fox "ha, made a remarkable 
attribution to the program in criminology .. Speaking 
foi* the entire unnersity communitY. I welcome the 
apportunity to express PubRdy tte uniwnity's thanks 
for what he has dona." 

I At tha same time, Marshall said, "I want to express 
tha university's anticipation of what he will do in tha 
future-for the profession, for the university, and for his 
oolleaguas among the taoulty and students in the 
de^rtment. Fox will provide leadership in the 
department for those public servkx functkm in which 
ha exceh, and in teaching and counseling studenti." 

Of Dean Scher, Marshall said: 'The task he accepted 
«*»»n ha came here three yean ago was, by the 
idtnowledgement of all, a difftalk ena wMeh would 
wrely maica great demands on his energies and his 
Mllma. The quaHty of his academic leadership is 
3«rhaps the most important and wriM \mik for tha 
ttii|ng poiitiva andofiamant oadi by iIm 4^ "

Twelve-liour teactiing 
passes legislature, 
awaits governor 

A 12-hour classroom teaching bill for university 
faculty members is awaiting GoMmor Raubin Adcaw't 
signature to make it law. 

The finri verskm of the bill, passed by the Senate 
and tha House at the close of the regular session of tha 
Icflitlature. was a watered-down version of aartiar 
proposals. 

The bill provides that all full-time teaching faculty 
members in the State University System who are wholly 
paid by state funds shall taach a minimum of 12 
classroom hours per week. 

The bill adds, however, "that any faculty member 
who ,s assigned, by his departmental chairman or other 
appropriate university administrator, responsibility for 
FMaareh dutias, or specific duties associated with 
devetoping innovative teaching techniques or Aaleaa, ar 
who is a ssigned responsibility for off-«mpus student 
•ntvmhip or work-study proj^ams, shall teach a 
minimum of classroom contact hours in proportion to 
12 classroom contact Ixxjrs per week " 

Fu'l-tima Mint faculty mambars. according to 
the bill, ara all faulty personnel in the instruction and 
rowarch portkms of the university. Exempt from tfiisara 
ftiil-time administrator^ Mhrarlawand eowMalors. 

Abo. the bill provides "that colleges of medidna and 
law. which are required for purposes of accreditatNM to 
rneet national standards prescribed by the American 
M^.«^ A««»ation and the American Bar Association, 
oa awmpt from the provisions of this act to the 
•went that the requirements of this act differ from the 
requirements of accreditation."

Radical 
prophet 

documented 

Most people knew of him as a medical 
missionary who operated a jungle hospital in 
Gabon, French Equatorial Africa. 

But there was another side to Alisert 
Schweitzer that has been documented in a new 
book, Schweiuer: Prophet of Radical Theology, 
written by FSU associate professor of religion 
Jackson Lee loe. 

Dr. Ice discusses the man he considers to be 
one of the forerunners of the radical theology 
expressed by maiiv today. The author's purpose in 
writing about Schweitzer's religious philosophy 
was to illustrate the fact "that if we are to 
appreciate the present trends in Christianity and 
assimilate any valuable insights that may come 
from them, we must be aware of the forces that 
have gone into the making of our thoroughly 
modern Christianity." 

Dr. Ice further states in the book's 
introduction that the discussion then is not alMut 
the new ferment in theology; it is "the recognition 
that radical ... voices have been part of the Western 
Christian tradition for some time ... Schweitzer's is 
one of them; his time fns oome." 

In his book, the author quotes scmw of 
Schweiuer's comments made during an intarviaw 
with Saturday Rmriaw's Nornnn Cousins. During 
the interview, Schweitzer revealed that his original 
ambition was to be a minister. But after he began 
teaching at a seminary Schweitzer began thinking 
about the life of Jesus. He began to haM douto 
about the things he had been taught himself and 
that which he was teaching his students. 

Schweitzer said he realized his ideas "were at 
variance with the ideas that had been taught me. 
Now what was I to do' Was I to teach that which I 
myself had been taught, but that I now did not 
believer 

flmerican living, social

Theories of social change and discussions 
concerning influences affecting the American way 
of life are detailed in a now texttxrak by Ftorida 
State's Dr. Francis Allen. 

Dr. Allen, a professor of sociology at the 
university, is the author of Soch-Cultural 
Dynamics, which was recently published by the 
MacMillan Company of New York. His bool< 
surveys new contributions to the field of 
sociology, with emphasis on the changes in 
American life brought about by population 
growth, science and technology, and activism. 

The professor is editor and co-author of 
Teehnohgy and Social Change, as well as 
CO author of another sociology textbook, 4rw/)i>tf< 
of Social Problems. 

A Florida State faculty member since 1948, 
Dr. Allen has also taught at the University of 
Alabema. He is a graduate of Antioch College and 
holds a master's degree from Columbia University 
and a Ph.D. desree from the University of North 
Carolina.

State senator speaks about universities

I'm pleased to have this opportunity to oomimiracate my ideas to the 
students of Florida State. 

I've always taketi great pride in Florida's educational system because of 
my and my family's dose ties with it. My father was the first elected 

Superintendent of the Okaloosa County Board of Public Education. He 
served for eight years. My mother has dedicated 18 years to the teaching 
profession. One of my brothers is currently a professor at Florida's J. 
Hillis Miller Health Center. I attended college and law school at the 
University of Florida in our system and graduated from law school at the 
' age of 21. 

I have no quarrels with the overall composition of the universities. We 
can. all be proud of their excellent standings in comparison to similar 
institutes of other states. The universities have been a very dependable 
source of technological and social research. Many modern adwmces of 
mankind were bom in universities. They are ably serving the State of 
Florida 

However, the times have dictated a thorough investigation into the 
state-supportsd schools and the activities that go on witMn them. Over 
70% of the taxpayer's dollar goes to the needs of education and a great 
portion of that goes to the universities. The people are wanting to know 

how their money is being spent. 

In my position as a mediator between the universities and the people 
supporting them I've had to face all the problems and I wish to clarify my 
position on several of them. ' 

CPE 

FSU's Center for Participant Education is by far the most controversial 
issue. I ve received more public reaction to this than I have concerning the 
abortion legislation. Of over 1,000 letters and telegrams that have come 
into my office, not a single person outside the university communities has 
been m favor of it. I personally oppose it for three reasons. First. I don't 
want to see public money expended for private enrichment. If peopte haw 
interests in subjects offered as CPE edu-group topics they should pursue 
them at then- own expense. Second, the Center is serving as a public forum 
for «vera( mterests that have been officially banned from campus. Two 

I'.r conspiratorial philosophy, 

and the GLF which represents activities that are explicitly in violation of 
the tew^ And third. President Stanley Marshall's testimony before the 
Senate Commmee on Universities and Community Colleges indicates that 
there is a lack of administititive supervision over the content of the

SPEAKERS 

Another area of great concern to me is that of campus speakers. The 
First Amendment was not intended to give rioters and fetons the privitege 
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of coming onto campus and inciting insurrMtion againrt tha system that 

built the campus. A person is guaranteed the right to express an opinion 
but he also has an obligation to act in a responsible manner within the 
lew. The purpose of my legislation on campus speakers is to put university 
administrators in a position to apply the Supreme Court's "dear and 

present danger" principle to each speaker. This would permit the 
administrator to determine the proper time, place and manner for the 
speedi. 

BOARD OF REGENTS 
The Board of Regents is another group that has come under ctose 
scrutiny. This was brought about largely by its error in failing to respond 
to the requests from Board members and legislators to agenda certain 
pressing issues. Inconsistency in policy is another area of concern. They 
have established poKcies banning certain groups from campus and then 
turned around and endorsed another group that gives the banned ones a 
campus forum. However, I hope these things can be settled without 
threatening the existence of the Board. I voted the bill out of committee 
that wouM abolish BOR so that the issue CM1 be dbeusnd on the fkx>r by 
all the Senators. I personally am in favor of a Board to serve as a buffer 
^inst people like me who get excited occask>nally and need a cooling off 
period. This does not mean the Bowil rfwuldlwa brick «Mil with respect 
to requests by Bovd memban and puMc 

TEACHING REQUIREMENT 
The final subject I shall address myself to is that of teacNng 

requirements for professors. I opposed the bill that wouM require 
professors to spend 12 hours per week in classroom insti-uction. I feel that 
graduate students ought to be used as instructon not only for their 
benefit but for the benefit of the professors as well. First, it gives the 
graduate student valuable on^he-job training, and second, it releases the 
profwson to do much-needed research m the interests of society. I believe 
that most professors become educators because of their interests in 
rwearch and this leaching requirement wiN unduly pamla meny of 
tfiem. 

In conclusion. I believe that the unhwstties are greM institutions and 
tney have made many beneficial contributions to society. They've 
exposed many probhims of others but I think it's now time for them to 
dean up their own bade yards. I want the "silent majority " to wake up 
and realize the impact the universities are having on the people burdened 
with their support. The sdiools are fadng a financial crisis created by a 
lack of responsibility on the part of the university communities. And until 
some changes are made there will continue to be a tow level of alumni 
oonti-ibution and taxpayer interest in school bond issues. This is the 
situation I m dedicated to change. It is one we must all try to diange.

I can predict their answer to that one, on 
the basis a/f past parfornwnfle: either (1) have the students park at 
Campbell Stadium until 10 p.m., then bus them back and let them 
bnng their cars beck to the library area, or (2) the Ultimate 
Solution: use the exsaai money coMeetad to move the labrary to 
Campbell StadiumI

James 0. Bullard, university physical planning 
consultant, stated that two adjacent dormitory 
rooms will baeiHne the ivkig rDom, dining room 
and kitdien area of an apartmant. A suite of four 
single bedroontt and a baHwDom will be built 
around this core. 

Smith HaH has been the lubiact of much 
criticism from students due to its physical 
condition. When this situation was brought to his 
attention some time ago. President Marshall visited 
the dormitory. He promised the students that 
plans for its renovation would be taken into 
consideration at that time. 

Homer Ooten, director of physical planning, 
and Ira Valentine, director of housing, coordinated 
the making of the plans and the application for 
funds. 

The proposal has been submitted to the Federal 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
rtepartment for a S3 million interest subsidy grant. 
The Facilities Committee of the Board of Regents 
has already given its approval to this application, 
and will givR f ,na! approval to the project upon the 
approval of the HUD loan. 

This type of loan commits HUD to pay the 
difference between their three percent interest rate 
and the higher rate of a private lending institution 
Bullard said. 

Previously, loans have been made directly from 
HUD to FSU. In this instance, the university will 
be getting the principle of the funds from another 
source, vvhich as yet is undetermined. 

HUD should inform the 
decision by the end of July.

I Speech professor 
' concludes survey 

I Men are often better listeners than women, 
housewives spend more time listening than 
reading, writing or talking, and children listen 
twice as much as their teachers think they do. 

(The results of such surveys and other 
conclusions about listening pattams haw been 
documented in a book entitled Listening Behavior, 
by Ftorida State University associate professor of 
speech. Or. Larry Baker. 
■ The author maintains that the book is designed 
I to supplement basic texts in such areas as speech 
I comfflunicatkm. buiineis,guklino»oounN<ing«nd 
education. Published by Prentice-Hall Inc., the 

J book includes chapters on listening problems, the 
listening process, the human oar and liitanor 
feedback and response. 

Dr. Barker is the co-author of Interpersonal 
Communication, and has had articles published 
widely in profesMonal journals. He received his 
A.8., M.A, end Ph.D. degrees from Ohk) 
University where he was also associate director of 
the Oftk> University Peer Group Research Center. 
The author came to FSU from Purdue University 
where he was an assistant professor of speech. 

Although Dr. Barker wrote his book primarily 
for oollege undergraduates, it offers valuable 
observations about people of all ages. From his 
research and that of others. Dr. Barker has 
observed that; 

-Listening is a conditioned, learned behavior. 
Listening habits may be modified by instruaion. 

-Listeners who have personal worries or 
feelings of insecurity tend to be poorer listeners 
Aan those wfio are optimistic and free from 
monetary cares. 

-Some research has indicated that more 
intelligent people tend to understand more 
information by reading than from listening. 

-The more fluent a speaker is, the more people 
vwll listen to him and if he tises gestures white he 
speaks, people will understand him better. Also, 
the more credibility a speaker has, the more 
people will listen to him. 

-Emotionally-laden messages tend to make the 
listener pay more attention to the words 
themselves than their meaning. 

-The closer people sit to each other, the more 
likely they are to listen carefully, whereas the 
further apart they are, the less likely they are to 
listen effeaively. ^ 

-ChiMren sitting in a semi-circle listen better 
than when they are seated in the "block" 
classroom arrangement, and listeners who are only 
children tend to comprehend better than those 
from laige families.

After devek»ping a serious allergy to encaustic 
he was forced to find other means of creating his 
maior works. After one of his students devek>ped 
the first plistic paint, polynter tempera, Zerbe 
turned to this medium and worked with it for 10 
years until aaylics appeared. He adopted the 
medium became it was usable on a wider variety 
of surfaces and offered more flexibility. Today the 
artist works mostly in acrylics or a combination of 
collage and acrylics. 

His deep life-long interest in wildlife, and birds 
in particular, is reflected in current works which 
induda nnany dramatic imaaee of birds.

GROUP DYNAMICS: 7 fee/ truly alive. ' 



This article is based upon persona/ observations of the group process as part of a 
study in gmup interaction. It was originally submitted as part of the course 
requirements for Social Science 399R-Special Topics (Spring Quartert. Stages, in 
gmup development, democreaic v. autocratic leadership met h ods, and social vakies are 
'OomUered.

The first stage that a group goes through oould be descrilied as a period 
of "milling around." The group leader makes it clear at the initial meeting 
that the group will be given a high degree of freedom. He tells the group 
that he wHI not determine the actions of tlie group and tttat goals of the 
group will be decided by members themselves. A confused state usuiilly 
arii a i at this time. Frustration occurs because group memiiers are 
uncaitein as to what llwy should be dokig. The group will seerch for order 
and guidelines which will help to lower frustration and give order. Quite 
often group members wfll focus their discontent on the leader. They roey 
oiliciCB Mm fbf not tailing tham what to do and for not setting for^ni 
guidelines. Dtving the initial meeting, a few individuak in the group may 
begin to discuss some of their personal attitudes or feelings. This often 
results In ambtvalenoe by the rest of the group because ottiers are afraid to 
lawsal their personal feeUngs in front of strangers. 

The first expression of here^nd-now feelings is likely to be seen as a 
negative attitude toward another group member, i observed this 
happening in a beginning treatment youp at the Federal Ctorroetionai 
InstiUdo in Tallahassee. A group member criticized the leader for having 
an axcasiive amount of power over the fate of many inmates. These 
negative exprewions era m attempt, on the part of members, to test tlw 
freedom and trustworthiness of the group. These negative feelings often 
mark the beginning of real group involvement. Following negative 
comments a group member will often raveel himself in a signtficant wny. 
The reason for this development If that the group member has come to 
realize this is his group. He has seen negative feelings expressed with 
nothing drastic happening. A climate of trust is beginning to devek>p. 

This trust atm o sp lwre is hard to develop in a non-voluntary group. In 
the programmed group I observed at FCI, trust never developed to ixs full 
extent, the reason for this was that the group leader remained an 



authoritarian figwa, who had the power to recommend or refuse parole to 
an inmate. The group mantes were heritant to reveal themselves for fear 
they would say romMhing adversely affecting their chenoes for perole. 

In an encounter group, the chances for development of true 
here-and-now trust are much greater. In most encounter groups, including 
one I perticipated in, the leader was very non-directhw. The ^up was 
given a gnat dael of freedom and the eienwnt of trust devek>ped quickly. 
In most successful groups, the group leader should boooane invohtad as an 
equal. He should become one of the group. 

An impotlant a^iaet off a group should ba its abinty to aeeapt tho« 
memba-s who need help and acceptance. This helping process can be seen 
in members totally untrained in the heiping rotationsh^i. It often occurs 
through e member's ability to listen, capacity for empatfty, and through a 
warmth of caring. If a group member is not sincerely for the well-being of 
other members, confrontation may result When this heppensi, individuals 
mey react m a very negative manner. 

A parson who is wiy d ow h i a nt and unooncamarf about olhw 
individuak cen often cause a great deal of pain. Group memben may 
either stiefc up for a parson being attacked, or do r*othing. If nothing is 
done to radify the sttuaticii, the victim may baaoma sawvaiy depressed. 
This almost happened at FCI when one inmate group member severely 
criticized another member. The group leader, aware of what was 
happening, got the rest of the group to support the person being attacked. 

The group memtier who persists in insulting others is often confronted 
by tiw feedback he receives from the group. In the example just given, the 
bunate who verbally attacked the other group member was eventually 
changed by the group. He reeHzed whet his actions were doing to others. 
In this instance, the group was successful in both aiding the person who 
was attacked and in dunging the behavior of the indivklual who did the 
attacking. 

The group experience is an avenue to fulfillment. When material needs 
»a largely satisfied, individuak turn to the psychok>gical needs. They are 
groping for authenticity end fulfillment In my personal experience, 
groups open up infinite possibilities for me m my reietionsNp to 
end to those people dear to me. I feel truly eliwe.

Tuition increase 
approved

Last Monday the state legislature approved 
inaeases in ttM registration and tuition fees of 
Florida's state universities. The quarterly 
registration fees for resident undergraduates is now 
$190. Graduates will pay $240 per quarter, 
Outof state registration and tuition feet are $540 
for undergraduates and $560 for graduate 
students. 

These inaeases have already been used up in an 
appropriations bill that wac sent to the governor 

last week. 

This appropriations bill, if approved by Askew, 
will esttbKth a new studertt loan program with a 

portion of the nnoney collected as student fees to 
go into the fund. This loan program will be 
adminisMred by the state's Department of 

Education. 

The rest of the money will be used in the 
universities, coming from increaMS in 
matriculation, building and activity and service 

fees. 

Although the appropriations bill must be 
approved by the governor, the tuition and 
registration fee increase pasted by the legislature is 
immediately effective and doesn't require his 

approval. 

This inaease in fees will have a very direct 
effect on students presently enrolled in the 
universities and on those planning to enter the 

schools. 

Students are upset mainly about their finances, 

but the administrators of the system realize that 
the state is also caught in the inflation problem. 

Pat Hogan, executive assistant to the president, 
said, "Florida is not alone in this price increase. It 
IS a national trend." Inflation is causing prices to 
rise all over and the universities had to be affected. 

People in the educational system are aware of 
the responsibilities of the state to its own schools. 

Hogan feels that most peopla in the state 

universities believe in public education with low 
tuition as benefiting the society. 

Hogan added, "I believe that overall it is 
counterproductive if education is to benefit 
society, but the user it priced out of the reach (rf 
that education." 

Top undergraduate prof $ 
tapped by M Fraidatioii 
tor sick teaching metti 

Three Florida State faculty members - Drs. 
Jerome H Stern, Ronald J. Clark and Carolyn 
Schluck - have been named the top undergraduate 
teachers at the university and will receive $1,000 
each from the Standard Oil (Indiana) Foundation. 

The recipients were named by a selection 
committee consisting of four members of the 
teaching faculty and three undergraduate seniors. 

Av»ard winners are selected on the basis of 
resourcefulness in teaching and stimulation of 
student thought and interest, profitable 
involvement with students both inside and outside 
of class, and high Intellect. Other considerations 
«• a consistently high laval of datt preparation 
and knowledge of the field as well as organization 
and presentation of subject matter. 

Dr. Stern, an awsUnt profaator of English, is a 
Wive of New York City and has bean on the 
Florida State faculty since 1966. He received his 
B.A. degree in English in 1959 at City College of 
*« City University of New York. He earned his 
degree in Englith at tha Unl»anlty of North

Stern has been widely published and also has a 
number of signed articles on American Literature 
in Thi; Encyclopedia Americana (1970). 

Dr. Clark is an associate professor of chemistry 
and a native of Hutchinson, Kansas. He earned 
both the B.S. and Ph.D. degrees at the University 
of Kansas, obtaining his doctorate in 1958. 

Before joining the faculty in 1962, Dr. Clark 
served as a research chemist at the Linde Co., in 
Tonawanda, N.Y., and then went on to Iowa State 
University where he was a post-doctoral assodate 
and then an instructor. 

In addition to his current membership on the 
chemistry Graduate Student Advisory Committee, 
he was advisor to undergraduate chemistry majors 
from 1967-1970 and faculty advisor for the 
Liberal Forum in 1964-6S. An active research 
pi-ogram has led to approximately 25 publications, 
several of which involved undergraduate students 
as co-authors. 

Dr. Schluck, as assistant professor of 
elementary education, is a native of Rankin, III. 
She obtained the B.A. degree at Franklin College 
in Franklin, Ind.. in 1955 and four years later 
earned the M.S. degree at Butter University in 
Indianapolis. She hokls the Ph.D degree from the 
University of Minnesota. 

She has been an elementary teacher in Indiana 
arKl Florida, a consultant and an advisor on a large 
number of professional assignments.

Xhe Florida State University Singers directed by 
Joseph Flummerfelt left June 9 for Spoleto, Italy, where 
[f,ey will be resident chorus for Gian Carlo Menotil's 
Festival of Two Worlds. 

During their four weeks in Spoteto the Singers will 
serve as the chorus for seven performances of 
Moussorgsky's opera, "Boris Godunov," which Menotti 
willtKrset 

Four concerts are also planned for the group during 
the June 24-July 11 Festival. Their rnain concert on 
June 29 included performances of Haydn's "Lord 
Nelson Mass" and Luigi Oallapioolla's "Canti di 
Prigionia " Solo perfornwn for this selection will be 
soprano Linda Gravis, alto Lester Senter, terior Robert 
Hermetz and bass Lewit VNiite. Both works will be 
conducted by Fluiinnarfiait and aoooinpanied by the 
jjHiard Orchestra, resWent orchestra for the Festival. 

The Singers will also appear on three of the chamber 
music concert programs wMch are scheduled almost 
diily throughout the Festival. For their first appearance, 
the chwus will sing the first set of "Liebesliedar 
Waltzes" by Brahmi On the second program tlie dwnis 
be heard in a group of Renaissance motets and 
madrigals and on the third, the men will perform two 
miN works by Frant Sehubart 

In additiOii to the formal concerts, the group will 
take part in a tradition of which Festival founder 
Menotti is very proud. At 6 o'clock each evening some 
of the Singers will gather in the piazza to sing a group of 
Bach chorales. 

During the Festival the students will be housed in 
omes and schools in the town and will be paid a snnall 
u pend for nieals and expenses. When the chorus arrived 
n Spoleto on Jur>e 10 they went immediately into 
staging rehearsals for the opera which opened the 
estival on June 24. When their schedules permit, chorus 
members will also have the opportunity to attend 
ehearsals and performances by a ballet company, the 
Juilliard Orchestra, a theatrical company and the many 
eminent artists who come to Spoleto. At the clost of the 
'festival the group will be free to travel a week before 
fuming home. 

The Singers were invited to Spoleto after Menotti 
lieard a performance of his "Unicorn, Gorgon and 
Manticore" by the Ftorida State Chamber Choir and 
University Singers last year. The composer felt the 
performance of his work was the finest he had heard and 
the choir to be resident chorus for the Festival 



during the summer of 1971. The chorus traveling to 
Italy is a select group chosen from the two performing 
organizations. 

Composer and director Menotti founded the Festival, 
which is devoted to the cultural cooperation between 
Europe and the United States, in 19S8. Its program 
embraces all the arts and has become on of Europe's 
most popular summer festivals. At the same time it 
provkles a a prestigious platform abroad for American 
art and artists. 

London Center approved 
and under operation 

for English courses 
and social sciences 

They'll have to wait until they get back to America 
before they inn see the London BrUga, since it it being 

rebuilt in the states as part of a tourist center. 

But the 80 Florida students who left this month to 
study In London will have centuries of British history 
and modern royalty to observe in their six months at 
FSU's overseas study center. 

Meanwhile the staff of the study center headquarters 
at FSU has already begun lining up prospectiwa sbjdenis 

to journey across the Atlantic for the January-June 1972 
session at both the London and Florence, Italy centers. 
The London center was recently approved for operation 
and welcomed its first group of students this month. The 
Florence center has been operating since 1966. 

Both programs are open to students enrolled in 
universities and colleges supported by the state of 
Florida. To be eligible, a student must have a 2.5 
academic average and have a sophomore or above 
standing. 

The London center is oriented towards the social 
sciences, with courses offered in anthropotogy, 
economics, geography, government, psychology and 
sociology. There are also courses in English and history. 
Students are housed in the Monarch Hotel in South 
Kensington, which is about a 15-minute undergroufKl 
ride from Piccadilly Circus. The total cost of the 
program is $1,853 and includes round trip air fare from 
New York, room and board, tuition, medical insurance 
and skle trips to points of interest. 

In Florence, students study courses in the 
humanities, including religion, art history, classical 
languages, literature, ph 



Students live in the Hotel Palernrx), which is about a 
five-minute walk from downtown Florence. The fee for 
the Florence program is $1,778 and includes the entire 
cost of the program. All courses taken in both programs 
are transferable to the student's home institution.

Government department 
receives academic grant 
for war and pea% study 

Florida State University has received a grant to 
develop a new academic program on "Interra^tional Law 
and WorM Order Problemt.'' 

The Institute for International Order, a New 
York-based organization dedicated to promoting the 
need for peace and maam of tecurkig it, awardad tht 

grant to the department of government. 

The purpose of the new program will be to expose 
undergraduates to a range of problems affecti ig war and 
peace, and fo encourage studento to think about possible 
sokjtions to world problems such as pollution and 
depletion of the earth's natural resources. 

Dr. Ross Oglesby, professor of go^vernment, 
submitted the FSU proposal for developing the new 
program. He noted that there hes been stiff competition 
on the national level for funds to implement the 
program, and FSU is one of oniy several institutions to 
receive such a grant. 

Oglesby said that a new approach to interni^tional law 
is necessary if current student pleas for "relevancy" are 
to be met. He noted that courses in internatiorwl law too 
often fail to emphasize current concern about pollution 
and problems arising from efforts to utilize the ocean 
f k>or and other international resources. 

A model for the new program was offered at FSU as 
an honors course during the spring quarter of 1970. 
Approximately 25 students enrolled for a "World 
Order" class taught by Oglesby. He jsaid the 
predominantly sophomore class became less" fatalistic 
about the inevitability of war and the sources of peace as 
a result of the emphasis on current issuei i 

The government department will offer the 
international law course for the school year 1971-72, 
and plam are being made to demonstrate course results

Completing what its coach called an extremely 
successful season, the Florida State tennis team 
finished 16th recently at the NCAA IWversity 
division ttnnis chMnpionsh^ ImM In South Bend, 
Ind. 

Surmounting a total of six points during the 
four-day tournament, the Seminoles tied with 
three other teams for the 16th spot. They were 
Brigham Young, Southern Illinois and Arizona. 

"I was extrentely pleesad with the way our 
boys handled thenwBhws at their first national 
comjjetition," oommenttd Head Coach Pete 
Barizon. Especially for our freshmen It wh qute a 
good showbiB." 

Of the four tribesmen that made the trip, frosh 

Steve Diamond made possibly the best showing as 
he won his first two matches including an upset 
triumph over Univar^ of Miami star Joe 
Globisch, 7 5, 6 1 

Diamond also won his first match of the 
tournament when he knocked off Wes Morton of 
Hampton Institute. In his third effort, however, he 
had the misfortune of drawing one of the top 
players on the national champion UCLA dub, Tito 
Ahrarez. Diamond lost that one. 6-3, 64. 

'he only senior on the club, John DeZeeuw, 
also picked up two points for the Tribe. He drew a 
first round bye and then came back to win his 
second contest of the tournament by ripping Bill 
Almonte of the University of Michigan. 

In his final effort as a Seminole, however. 
DeZeeuw lost the Zan Guerry of the powerful 
Rice club that finished third in the action. 

Another freshman, Regean Genios. also dkl welt 
for the Tribe by winning his first two matches 
before dropping one. He defeated Bill Michalson 
of Missouri, 6-3, 6-0 and Gene Morton of Toledo 
by defaultybefore losing in this third contest to 
Emitio Montano of Rice 7-5, 6-1.

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Accomplished educator receives 
fifth college degree from FSU 



He just obtained his fifth 
college degree, but at age 64, 

Mario Padron isn't finished yet. 

At Florida State University 
comnwnoement exercises this 

month. Padron received his 
master's degree in arts and 
letters. It was a twofold 

aciomplishment, for he had also 
just completed his first quarter 
of pharmacy courses at Florida 
A &M University (FAMU). 

He expects to receive his 
degree in phamnacy in three 
more quarters and by this time 
next year, Padron's wife Elsie 
will have received her Ph.D. in 
opsnish from Florida State. 

The couple had originally 
./-ended for Mrs. Padron to 
enroll in Florida State alone and 
wo^k towards her degree. "But I 
started going to classes with her 
and the first thing I knew I was 
enrolled too," said Padron. 

His degree in pharmacy will 
enable him to take the required 
state examinations to become a 
pharmacist. By the time he goes 
into his first job as a pharmacist 
in th3 United States, Padron will 
also lie an American citizen. 

But his j<rt> will not be new to 
him, just the location — in 
Miami, not Havana, Cuba. For in 
his native Cuba he had been the 
president of a pharmaceutical 
firm and a practicing attorney 
for 30 years. 

But when he decided to flee 
Cuba with his wife in 1961, he 
left behind much of his fortune 
and his position in Cuban life. 
When he an-ived in Miami, at age 
54, his broad experience in law 
and pharmacy did not qualify 
him to practice eithar profesiion 



t>ecause he first had to oomptete 
the fl¥e-yi«ar residency 

requirement for citizenship and 
take the required college courses 
so he could 
exMnmitlont. 

In Cuba, Piadron said he had 

retired after working for 30 
years as a teacher, a pharmacist, 
an attorney arid in the service of

"I came here without a 
pmny end the United States 
took me in at my age. I started 
here selling ice aeam in Miami 
and I have worked my way up to 
where I am now," said Padron. 
"Here I have had every 
opportunity in the world ih.i

"He had been so gracious to 
me when I accklently turned up 
at an Easter egg hunt for 
chiUren he was having at his 
house.

But I 
knew fie was protiabiy sleeping 
so 1 just left my name at die 
desk," said Padron. 

His admiration for the 
president aiso extends to the 
University as a whole.

A triple-university program 
aimed at increasing the State's 
number of physicians received a 
final go signal wttenthe Board of 
Regents approved the 
appomtnoent of Dr. Paul R. 
Elltott to direct the program. 

The Program m Medicjl 
Sciences, to be offered by FSU 
beginning in September, is a 
joint effort with the University 
of Fkirida and Florida A & M 
thet will provide pre-dinical 
medical training for greater 
number of students than is 
currently posiibte in the State 
University System. 

Approved by tfte Regents last 

July, the new program will makp 
It possible for students to take 
basic madkri science courses at 
FSU, and pharmacology courses 
at FAMU, which are normally 
taught as the first year's 
curriculum in a full medical 
school. With these courses 
behind them students who 
qualify may be able to transfer 
directly into the second year of 
clinical medicine at other 
universities in Fkxida. 

Studies presented to the 
Regenu in suMwrt of the 
program indfeate that basic 
medical science training 
constitutes a "bottlaneck" m the 
production of ioetort. and that 

greater numbers of medical 
students could be 
aceommiMiatad by medical 
schools at higher levels of 
training. By relieving medical 
cotlaies of tMa earlier phase of 
training, the program seeks to 
increase the number of doctors 
gtwluating in Fkvkla's medical 
sdioolsL 

Ik. ERIott, currently aiiitiant 
dewi of the University of 
Fkirida's medical school, will 
join the Florkia State faculty as 

the ixogram's director on July 1, 
to implement plans which an 
inter-university committee has 
been working on for several 
years. He will hold an 
appointment on the Florida 
State campus as professor of 
bblogical sciences, a field in 
which he has taught at 
Gainesville for the past eight 
years.
